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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 4, 6-8 and 1 1 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant amended claim 1 to include the limitations of cancelled claim 5 which 
overcomes the 35 USC 102/103 rejections of claims 1, 4, 6-8 and 1 1 over Kajita as 
evidenced by J. Karger-Kocsis. 

Applicant further submitted a Rule 1 .132 Declaration which is persuasive and 
provides evidence that when the claimed invention is tested for negative heat shrinkage 
by the method of Kajita, the claimed invention has negative heat shrinkage of -3. Kajita 
does not produce a bicomponent fiber with negative heat shrinkage therefore the 
rationale that the negative heat shrinkage is inherent to Kajita is not necessarily so. 
Horiuchi further does not teach the claimed process steps and does not teach a 
bicomponent fiber with negative heat shrinkage. The rejections over Kajita and Kajita 
and Horiuchi are withdrawn. The combination of Kajita and Horiuchi provides no 
rationale, motivation or suggestion to indicate to one of ordinary skill in the art that the 
negative heat shrinkage is a predictable result.
